1. Council unanimously adopted a motion to accept the published 
agenda. 


2. Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes 
of meeting 78-11. 


3. Graduate curriculum 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve, for offering 
in 1979/80, the slot courses whose descriptions appear in Doc. 
79-1-1. 


4. Composition of Council 


The Chairman advised that Council has approved the present 
composition with the provision that it be reviewed prior to 

May 1979. After some discussion it was agreed to establish an 
ad hoc committee mandated to recommend to Council on the matter. 


5. Council considered a motion to establish an ad hoc committee 
composed of six persons, chosen by Council, one each from 
the Centre for Building Studies, the Departments of Civil, 
Electrica? and Mechanical Engineering, one graduate and one 
undergraduate student. The committee will choose its own 
chairman from among its membership. 


6. Council adopted a motion to amend Motion 79-1-4 by replacing 
the number "6" by the number "5" and replacing the words "one 
graduate and one undergraduate student" by "one student".

Council adopted Motion 79-1-4 as amended by Motion 79-1-5. 
(6 in favour; 4 against) 


The Chairman called for nominations to the Committee. 
Professors Guy (CBS), Xistris (Mechanical), Krantzberg 
(Civil) and Morgera (Electrical), and Mr. Slater (Student), 
were nominated. There being no further nominations, these 
individuals were declared elected to the committee. The 
Chairman asked Prof. Guy to call the first meeting. 


Supplemental examinations 


The Secretary noted that Senate had delegated to each 
Faculty the power to legislate on the availability of 
supplementals for courses falling under its jurisdiction. 


Council adopted a motion requesting EUSC to study this matter 
and to present its recommendations by April 1979. 


Course evaluations 


The Secretary advised that as full-time faculty had opted 

for compulsory course evaluations, some decision had to be 
made with respect to the evaluation to be used. The Chairman 
advised that in his opinion decisions on the questionnaire 

to be used and on the administrative procedures to be followed 
should be decided by all full-time faculty. 


In the ensuing discussion, some members voiced their 
objections to the compulsory use of course evaluations. It 
was also suggested that no evaluations be carried out until 
a valid questionnaire was available. It was noted that two 
current questionnaires (Docs. 79-1-2 and 78-2-2) had separate 
sections dealing with reactions to the professor and re- 
actions to the course. It was suggested that professional 
advice be sought in developing a questionnaire, for example, 
from the ASEE or from the Concordia Centre for Learning 
Development. 


Cheating and Plagiarism 


In response to a query, the Chairman reported the statistics 
of cheating cases with which he had dealt since the estab- 
lishment of the new regulations.
